Editorial I» That If Spain Can Not Use 
the United States to Her Advantage 
There Is No Reason Why Friendship 
Should Exist. 


AMUSEMENT NOTES. 


Havana, Nov. 22.—American friend- 


ship for Spain 'is looked upon with 
suspicion by the editor of La Lmeha, 
who says editorially: 


If the American government can not pre- 


sent the sailing from the ports of that 
•ountry of expeditions In aid of the Insur- 
gents, and does not respond In other ways 
to Spain's efforts to come to favorable 
terms, It Is useless for Spain to maintain 
friendly relations wltli America. 


Reports from Matanzas say that the 


Conservatives, having become enraged 
at the change in the government's pol- 
icy, are disturbing public order. Ex- 
Mayor Crespo initiated the disorderly 
conduct by publicly giving offense to 
Senor Armas, the new civil governor 
of the province. The chief of police 
followed Senor Crespo's lead by en- 
deavoring to prevent aid being given 
to the suffering reconcen'trados by 
newspaper correspondents and others. 


Of these reconcentrados in Matanzas, 


numbering less than 50,000, in two days 
79 died, 37 perishing from hunger. Sat- 
urday 17 deaths were reported, a large 
proportion of which were the result of 
Starvation. 
In Joruoo about 65 per 


cent of the deaths are caused by starv- 
ation, and the same is true of many 
other towns. 


Owing to 'the lack of proper clothing 


and of blankets the situation of the 
reconcentrados is becoming worse as 
the winter season approaches, despite 
the efforts made to relieve them. 


Scenes That Are Common. 


Horrible episodes are of daily.occur- 


rence among the reconcentrados. Aft- 
er lying for three days upon the aide- 
-walk in front of a house in Matanzas, 
u poor negro woman, who was suffer- 
ing terribly and was unable to move, 
-was carried away by a flood caused by 
a heavy downfall of rain. A short time 
afterward her 'dead body was discov- 
ered a few blocks away, and at last re- 
ports it was still lying in the gutter. 


A cab driver who was carrying a 


sick man to a hospital, observing that 
his passenger was dying, dragged him 
from his cab, leaving him on the curb- 
stone, where he finally died. Cases 
similar to these are o£ frequent occur- 
rence. 


Marshal Blanco has appointed 34 new 


employes at the customhouse. Of these 
five are native Cubans and the remain- 
der Spaniards and 
Reformists. The 


Autonomists are greatly disgusted by 
these appointments. 


Sixty persons employed about the 


docks and 500 others in various parts 
of the island have joined the. revolu- 
tionists, and a number of prisoners at 
Guines, who were pardoned under tho 
recent proclamation, have returned to 
the insurgents. 


General Losada, sub-inspector of the 


health department, said recently that 
there were actually 35,000 soldiers in 
the hospitals in Cuba, and .that 15,000 
of this number were suffering from 
need of nourishment.

recent inmates of the Matanzas jail 
have been etricken with what is sup- 
posed to 'be berrl berri. Captain Gen- 
eral Blanco has called for public sub- 
scription on behalf of the afflicted per- 
sons, and. has himself subscribed ?100.
